Claims 1-18 
are pending. 

DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the pawl 6 refers to two elements, as 
shown in Fig. 1 . Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "4" has been used to designate both a "protrusion," and 
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"through holes," as disclosed on pg. 5 of the specification. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

Claim Objections 

Claim 10 objected to because of the following informalities: line 2 states, "the 
brake is arranged coaxial with a collar..." The Examiner suggests changing the 
statement to say: "the brake is arranged coaxiallv with the collar..." for clarification. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35. U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the sleeve or collar" in lines 3-4. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It appears that claim 5 
should depend from claim 4, and will be understood as such for examination purposes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 8, 10, and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Cohrs et al. (U.S. Patent No.: 5129698). 

Regarding claim 1, Cohrs discloses an articulated-arm assembly, comprising: a 
mounting fixture 16 for fastening the assembly in place, an arm 24 jutting out of the 
mounting fixture 16, a pivot joint (shown in Fig. 8 below) for joining the arm 24 to the 
mounting fixture 16, a brake 28, 34 for locking the arm 24 in place, and a ratchet 26 that 
allows pivoting of the arm 24 in one direction. 
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With regards to claim 2, Cohrs goes on to disclose the articulated-arm assembly, 
where at least one of the brake 28, 34 and/the ratchet 26 are part of the pivot joint for 
the arm 24. 

Regarding claim 3, Cohrs further discloses the articulated-arm assembly, where 
a pivot axis 22 of the pivot joint is horizontal. 

With regards to claim 4, Cohrs discloses the articulated-arm assembly, where the 
ratchet 26 acts on a sleeve or collar 24a while joined relative to the arm 24. 

Regarding claim 5, Cohrs further teaches the articulated-arm assembly, where 
the ratchet 26 has a pawl 44a arranged on the mounting fixture 16 and where the pawl 
44a has a length equaling that of the sleeve or collar 24a. 

With regards to claim 6, Cohrs discloses the articulated-arm assembly, where the 
brake 28, 34 is fastened to the arm 24 such that the brake 28, 34 is constrained from 
rotating with respect to the arm 24. 

Regarding claim 8, Cohrs discloses the articulated-arm assembly, where the 
brake 28, 34 is a friction brake. 

With regards to claim 10, Cohrs goes on to teach the articulated-arm assembly, 
where the brake 28, 34 is arranged coaxial with a collar 24a of the ratchet 26. 

Regarding claim 16, Cohrs discloses the articulated-arm assembly, where a 
space accommodating at least one of the brake and the ratchet is sealed with respect to 
the ambient (as shown in Fig. 8). 

With regards to claim 17, Cohrs further discloses the articulated-arm assembly, 
where the brake 28, 34 has an adjustable braking force.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cohrs in 
view of Yoshigai (U.S. Patent No. 51 1 7948). 

Cohrs is discussed above, but fails to teach several brake shoes. Yoshigai 
teaches brakes 5, 6, where the brakes contain several brake shoes 9 having motions 
with at least one radial component (tire, not shown). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention, to incorporate multiple brake 
shoes taught by Yoshigai, with the brake of Cohrs, in order to provide additional friction, 
which would in turn extend the life of the brakes, as is well known in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7, 9, 12-15, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

In addition to the aforementioned references, the Applicant is encouraged to 
review form PTO-892, as it discloses U.S. Patents that relate to mounting devices 
capable of supporting plumbing fixtures.
